PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

NOW, PURSUANT TO THE HOME RULE AUTHORITY OF THE COUNTY OF COOK AS 
VESTED IN IT BY THE ILLINOIS CONSTITUTION, THERE IS HEREBY ENACTED THE 
FOLLOWING ORDINANCE: 

Section 1. Short title; purpose. 

This article shall be known and may be cited as the Cook County Whistleblower Reward and Protection 
Ordinance. 

The purpose of the Cook County Whistleblower Reward and Protection Ordinance is to deter persons 
from knowingly causing or assisting in causing Cook County to pay claims that are false, fraudulent, or 
inflated, and to provide remedies for obtaining damages and civil penalties for Cook County when money 
is sought or obtained from Cook County by reason of a false claim. 

The provisions of this article are not exclusive, and the remedies provided for in this article shall be in 
addition to any other remedies provided for in any other law, or available under common law, or 
otherwise. 

This article shall be liberally construed and applied to promote the public interest. 

Section 2. Definitions. The following terms and phrases when used in this article shall have the 
meanings ascribed to them in this section, except when the context clearly indicates a different meaning: 

"Bid takeoff means the final estimate, tabulation, or worksheet prepared by the contractor in anticipation 
of the bid submitted, and which shall reflect the final bid price. 

"Claim" means any invoice, statement, request, demand, lawsuit, or action, under contract or otherwise, 
for money, property, or services made to any employee, officer, or agent of the Cook County, or to any 
contractor, grantee, or other recipient if any portion of the money, property, or services requested or 
demanded was issued from, or was provided by, Cook County (hereinafter "Cook County funds"). 
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"Claimant" means any person who brings, submits, files, maintains, or pursues a claim. 

"Cook County" means the government of Cook County or any department, division, bureau, section, 
commission, planning agency, board, district, authority, agency, or instrumentality of Cook County. 

"Extended overhead" means the amount of a claim relating to an increase in overhead costs resulting from 
a delay in contract performance that is not compensated by a markup of direct costs. 

"Knowing" or "knowingly" means that a person, with respect to information: 

Has actual knowledge of the information; 

Acts in deliberate ignorance of the truth or falsity of the information; or 

Acts in reckless disregard of the truth or falsity of the information, and no proof of specific intent to 
defraud is required. 

"Overhead per diem" means the amount calculated by dividing the total overhead costs set forth in the 
final bid takeoff by the number of days for substantial completion of the work set forth in the contract. 

"Person" means any natural person, corporation, firm, association, organization, partnership, agency, 
limited liability company, business, or trust. 

Section 3. Certification of claims. 

Upon the request of Cook County, the person submitting a claim shall, within thirty (30) days, including 
Saturdays, Sundays, and legal holidays, submit a certified claim as defined by this section. A "certified 
claim" shall be made under oath by a person duly authorized by the claimant, and shall contain a 
statement that: 

the claim is made in good faith; 

the claim's supporting data are accurate and complete to the best of the person's knowledge and 
belief; 

the amount of the claim accurately reflects the amount that the claimant believes is due from the 
Cook County; and 

the certifying person is duly authorized by the claimant to certify the claim. 

Failure to provide the requested certification within the prescribed thirty-day (30) period shall constitute a 
forfeiture of the entire claim. 

Section 4. Liability for Whistleblower Reward and Protection; penalties. 

The following action(s) shall constitute a violation of this ordinance: 

any person who knowingly presents or causes to be presented to Cook County, or to any officer, 
employee, agent, or consultant of Cook County, a false or fraudulent claim for payment or 
approval; 
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any person who knowingly makes, uses, or causes to be made or used, a false record or statement 
to get a false, fraudulent, or inflated claim paid or approved by Cook County; 

any person who conspires to defraud Cook County by facilitating the payment of a false, 
fraudulent, or inflated claim allowed or paid by Cook County; 

any person who delivers, with the intent to defraud Cook County, goods or services of different 
quality or quantity than that specified in the applicable contract or specification; 

any person who is authorized to make or deliver a document certifying receipt of property used, 
or to be used, by Cook County and, intending to defraud the Cook County, makes or delivers the 
receipt without completely knowing that the information on the receipt is true; 

any person who knowingly buys, or receives as a pledge of an obligation or debt, public property 
from an officer, employee, or agent of Cook County who lawfully may not sell or pledge the 
property; or 

any person who knowingly makes, uses, or causes to be made or used, a false record or statement 
to conceal, avoid, or decrease an obligation to pay or transmit money or property to Cook 
County. 

Any beneficiary of an inadvertent submission of a false claim to Cook County, who subsequently 
discovers the falsity of the claim, and who fails to disclose the falsity of the claim to the Cook County 
within thirty (30) days of discovering the error, shall also be found to have submitted a false claim to 
Cook County. 

Any person found to have submitted a false claim to the Cook County shall: 

be liable to the District for an amount equal to three times that part of the claim which is false, 
fraudulent, or inflated; 

immediately, fully, and irrevocably forfeit the entire amount of the claim; 

be liable for a civil penalty of not less than $5,000 and nor more than $10,000; 

be liable to Cook County for all costs and fees (including, without limitation, reasonable legal, 
expert, and consulting fees) incurred by Cook County to review, defend, and evaluate the claim; 
and 

be subject to debarment from Cook County contracting for a period not to exceed five (5) years. 

Additionally, any person who certified a claim later found to be false shall be subject to debarment from 
Cook County contracting for a period not to exceed five (5) years. 

Liability under this section shall be joint and several for any act committed by two or more persons. 

Section 5. Civil actions for Whistleblower Reward and Protection. 

The Cook County State's Attorney may investigate a violation under Section 4. If the Cook County 
State's Attorney finds that a person has violated or is violating Section 4, he or she may bring a civil 
action against the person on behalf of the County. 
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A person may bring a civil action for a violation of Section 4 for the person and for the County. Civil 
actions instituted under this ordinance shall be governed by the Illinois Rules of Civil Procedure and shall 
be brought in the name of Cook County. 

The complaint shall be identified on its face as a qui tam action and shall be filed under seal in the circuit 
court of the First Judicial Circuit, in and for Cook County. Immediately upon filing of a complaint by a 
person, a copy of the complaint and written disclosure of substantially all material evidence and 
information the person possesses shall be served on the Cook County State's Attorney by registered mail, 
return receipt requested. The Cook County State's Attorney may elect to proceed with the action, in lieu 
of the qui tam plaintiff, on behalf of Cook County, within 60 days after he or she receives both the 
complaint and the material evidence and information. 

The Cook County State's Attorney, for good cause shown, may petition the court to extend the time 
during which the complaint remains under seal under subsection (1). Any such motion may be supported 
by affidavits or other submissions in camera. The defendant is not required to respond to any complaint 
filed under this section until twenty (20) days after the complaint is unsealed and served upon the 
defendant in accordance with law. 

Before the expiration of the 60-day period or any extensions obtained under subsection (2), the Cook 
County State's Attorney shall: 

proceed with the action; or 

notify the court that Cook County declines to take over the action, in which case the person 
bringing the action has the right to conduct the action. 

When a person files an action under this section, no person other than the Cook County State’s Attorney 
on behalf of Cook County may intervene or bring an action under this ordinance based on the facts 
underlying the pending action. 

Section 6. Rights of the parties in civil actions. 

If the Cook County State’s Attorney, on behalf of Cook County, elects to proceed with the action, he or 
she has the primary responsibility for prosecuting the action, and is not bound by any prior or subsequent 
act(s) of the person bringing the action. Cook County may also voluntarily dismiss the action 
notwithstanding the objections of the person bringing the action. 

If the Cook County State’s Attorney elects not to proceed with the action, the person bringing the action 
has the right to conduct the action. If the Cook County State’s Attorney so requests, he or she shall be 
served with copies of all pleadings and motions filed in the action and copies of all deposition transcripts. 

When the person bringing the action proceeds with the claim, the court may permit Cook County to take 
over the action on behalf of Cook County at a later date upon a showing of good cause. 

Nothing in this ordinance shall be construed to limit the authority of Cook County or the qui tam plaintiff, 
proceeding pursuant to Section 5(b), to compromise a claim brought in a complaint filed under this 
ordinance if the court determines, after a hearing, that the proposed settlement is fair, adequate, and 
reasonable under all the circumstances. 
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Whether or not the Cook County State’s Attorney proceeds with the action, upon a showing by the Cook 
County State’s Attorney that certain actions of discovery by the person initiating the action would 
interfere with the Cook County State’s Attorney's investigation or prosecution of a criminal or civil matter 
arising out of the same facts, the court may stay such discovery for a period of not more than 60 days. 
Such a showing shall be conducted in camera. The court may extend the 60-day period upon a further 
showing in camera that the Cook County State’s Attorney has pursued the criminal or civil investigation 
or proceedings with reasonable diligence and any proposed discovery in the civil action will interfere with 
the ongoing criminal or civil investigation or proceedings. 

Notwithstanding Section 5(b), the Cook County State’s Attorney may elect to pursue its claim through 
any alternate remedy available to the Cook County State’s Attorney, including any administrative 
proceeding to determine a civil money penalty. If any such alternate remedy is pursued in another 
proceeding, the person initiating the action shall have the same rights in such proceeding as such person 
would have had if the action had continued under this section. Any finding of fact or conclusion of law 
made in such other proceeding that has become final shall be conclusive on all parties to an action under 
this section. For purposes of the preceding sentence, a finding or conclusion is final if it has been finally 
determined on appeal to the appropriate court of the State of Illinois, if all time for filing such an appeal 
with respect to the finding or conclusion has expired, or if the finding or conclusion is not subject to 
judicial review. 

Section 7. Awards to plaintiffs bringing action. 

If Cook County proceeds with and prevails in an action brought by a person under this ordinance, except 
as provided in subsection (b), the court shall order the distribution to the person of at least 15 percent but 
not more than 25 percent of the proceeds recovered under any judgment obtained by Cook County in an 
action under Section 4 or of the proceeds of any settlement of the claim. 

If Cook County proceeds with an action which the court finds to be based primarily on disclosures of 
specific information, other than that provided by the person initiating the action, relating to allegations or 
transactions in a criminal, civil, or administration hearing; a legislative, administrative, or inspector 
general report, hearing, audit, or investigation; or from the news media, the court may award such sums as 
it considers appropriate, but in no case more than 10 percent of the proceeds recovered under a judgment 
or received in settlement of a claim under this ordinance, taking into account the significance of the 
information and the role of the person bringing the action in advancing the case to litigation. 

If Cook County does not proceed with an action under this ordinance, the person bringing the action or 
settling the claim shall receive an amount not less than 25 percent and not more than 30 percent of the 
proceeds recovered under a judgment rendered in an action under this ordinance or in settlement of a 
claim under this ordinance. 

Any payment under this section to the person bringing the action shall be paid only out of the proceeds 
recovered from the defendant. 

Whether or not Cook County proceeds with the action, if the court finds that the action was brought by a 
person who planned, initiated, or furthered the violation of Section 4 upon which the action was brought, 
the person shall be dismissed from the civil action and shall not receive any share of the proceeds of the 
action. Such dismissal shall not prejudice the right of Cook County to continue the action. 
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Section 8. Expenses; attorney's fees and costs. 

If Cook County initiates an action under this ordinance or assumes control of an action brought by a 
person under this ordinance, and Cook County prevails in such action, Cook County shall be awarded its 
reasonable attorney's fees, expenses, and costs. 

If the court awards the person bringing the action proceeds under this ordinance, the person shall also be 
awarded an amount for reasonable attorney's fees and costs. Payment for reasonable attorney's fees and 
costs shall be made from the recovered proceeds before the distribution of any award. 

If Cook County does not proceed with an action under this ordinance and the defendant is the prevailing 
party, the court shall award the defendant reasonable attorney's fees and costs against the person bringing 
the action. 

No liability shall be incurred by Cook County for any expenses, attorney's fees, or other costs incurred by 
any person in bringing or defending an action under this ordinance, except as otherwise specifically 
provided by law. 

Section 9. Exemptions to civil actions. 

In no event may a person bring an action under Section 4 based upon allegations or transactions that are 
the subject of a civil action or an administrative proceeding in which Cook County is already a party. 

No court shall have jurisdiction over an action brought under this ordinance based upon the public 
disclosure of allegations or transactions in a criminal, civil, or administrative hearing; in a legislative, 
administrative, or inspector general report, hearing, audit, or investigation; or from the news media, 
unless the action is brought by Cook County, or unless the person bringing the action is an original source 
of the information. For purposes of this subsection, the term "original source" means an individual who 
has direct and independent knowledge of the information on which the allegations are based and has 
voluntarily provided the information to the Cook County State 5 Attorney before filing an action under this 
ordinance based on the information. 

Section 10. Protection for participating employees. 

Any employee of Cook County who is discharged, demoted, suspended, threatened, harassed, or in any 
other manner discriminated against in the terms and conditions of employment by his or her employer 
because of lawful acts done by the employee on behalf of the employee or others in furtherance of an 
action under this article, including investigation for, initiation of, testimony for, or assistance in an action 
filed or to be filed under this article, shall be entitled to all relief necessary to make the employee whole. 
Such relief shall include reinstatement with the seniority status such employee would have had but for the 
discrimination, two times the amount of back pay, interest on the back pay, and compensation for any 
special damages sustained as a result of the discrimination, including litigation costs and reasonable 
attorneys' fees. An employee may bring an action in the appropriate circuit court for the relief provided in 
this Section. 

Section 11. Burden of proof; presumption of false claim. 

Whenever practicable, bid specifications for Cook County contracts shall contain a requirement that the 
successful bidder maintain, as a condition precedent to submitting a claim against Cook County, a final 
bid takeoff. The final bid takeoff shall contain a line item for allocation of overhead costs.

Upon request from Cook County, a contractor making a claim against Cook County for delay or other 
damages shall submit, within twenty (20) days, a copy of the final bid takeoff, certified pursuant to this 
subsection. Failure to provide the requested certification shall constitute a forfeiture of the claim for delay 
or other damages. The certification shall be submitted under oath by a person duly authorized by the 
claimant and shall contain a statement that: 

the final bid takeoff was prepared contemporaneously with the bid and in anticipation of the bid 
for the project; 

the contractor relied on the final bid takeoff to prepare the bid and the original schedule of values; 
and 

the final bid takeoff has not been altered in any way. 

Any claim for extended overhead costs that exceeds, on a per diem basis, more than ten percent (10%) of 
the overhead per diem contained in the final bid takeoff shall be presumed to be a false claim, and the 
contractor shall have the burden of proving that any such claim for extended overhead is not false. 

Section 12. Innocent claimant affirmative defense. 

The provisions of this ordinance shall not apply if the claimant can demonstrate by a preponderance of the 
evidence each of the following facts: 

the claimant submitted or caused to have submitted the claim to or against Cook County 
reasonably believing that such claim was free of any material misstatements, or any exaggerated, 
inflated, or unsubstantiated assertions or damages; 

the claimant had no reasonable basis to doubt the truth, veracity, or accuracy of such claim at the 
time it was submitted; 

prior to submitting the claim, the claimant diligently investigated the facts underlying such claim 
and prepared the claim in a reasonable manner given all the relevant information available; and 

when information indicating that any element, statement, or allegation in the claim was false or 
misleading first became available, such claimant, within five (5) business days of discovering the 
falsity of the claim, took immediate steps to modify, correct, or withdraw such claim and 
provided Cook County with immediate notice thereof. 

Section 13. If any section, subsection, sentence, clause, or provision of this ordinance is held 
invalid, the validity of the remainder of this ordinance shall not be affected by such clause. 

Section 14. This ordinance shall become effective ten (10) days after the date of enactment. 
Once effective, this ordinance shall apply to (1) all claims submitted to or prosecuted against Cook 
County after the effective date hereof, and (2) all claims pending before Cook County or any court or 
agency of competent jurisdiction on or after the effective date of this ordinance. As to claims described in 
subsection (2) of this section that were filed or submitted prior to the effective date hereof, this ordinance 
shall apply only to such claims after Cook County provides written notice of this ordinance to the 
claimant, via certified mail, and allows the claimant a grace period of twenty (20) days to bring its claim 
into compliance herewith. In such instances, this ordinance shall apply to such claims immediately upon 
the expiration of the twenty-day grace period. 
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NOW THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners elects to 
adopt the Cook County Whistleblower Reward and Protection Ordinance pursuant to its home rule 
authority as vested in it by the Illinois Constitution. Upon approval, a copy of this ordinance shall be 
filed with the States Attorney’s office within ten (10) days of its passage by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AN AMENDMENT TO THE COOK COUNTY HUMAN RIGHTS ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, Cook County is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article 7, Section 6a of 
the Illinois Constitution of 1970 with power to regulate those matters which pertain to its government and 
affairs; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to home rule powers, Cook County adopted the Cook County Human Rights 
Ordinance (Cook County Ordinance No. 93-0-13) which provides, in part, provisions to prevent 
discrimination against any person renting a public accommodation in Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, Article V of the Cook County Human Rights Ordinance includes provisions for Section 8 
Housing assistance program which grants low-income individuals subsidies to afford rental of public 
accommodations; and 

WHEREAS, Article VI of the Cook County Human Rights Ordinance includes provisions for Section 8 
Housing assistance program which grants low-income individuals subsidies to afford rental housing. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED THAT: 

Section 1. The Section (B) subsection (3) of Article V of the Cook County Human Rights Ordinance, 
shall be amended as follows: 

(New Amendment to Article V Public Accommodations (B)(3)) 

V. PUBLIC ACCOMMODATIONS 


(B) EXCEPTIONS 

(3) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in this Ordinance, nothing contain e d in 
this Article V . Subsection (R), shall require any person who do e s not to accept or participate in the f e d e ral 
Section 8 housing assistance program (42 U.S.C. 1437f) to acc e pt any s ub s idy, p a ym e nt assistanc e , 
vouch e r, or contribution und e r or in conn e ction with s uch program or to l e as e- or r e nt to any t e nant or 
pro s p e ct i v e t e nant who in - r e lying on such-a s ub s idy, paym e nt assistanc e , contribution, or v ouche r - for 
paym e nt of part of - th e r e nt for such plac e of ac c ommodation in residential structures of six units or less, 
or any residential structure in a municipality which maintains a local fair housing ordinance or agency to 
effect fair housing goals or objectives . 
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Section 2. The Section (C) subsection (5) of Article VI of the Cook County Human Rights Ordinance, 
shall be amended as follows: 

(Substitute Amendment to Article VI Housing Exceptions (C)(5) Residential units, six or fewer units) 

VI. HOUSING 


(C) EXCEPTIONS 

(5) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in this Ordinance, nothing contained in 
this Article VI, except for (B)(2), shall r e quir e any p e rson who does not participat e in th e f e d e ral S e ction 
8- housing as sistan c e pro g ram ( 4 2 U.S.C. 1 4 37f) -- t t*- t re e e pt -- a < ^ ^-sui>s-k iy. paym e nt as s i s tance, vouch e r, o r 
contribution und e r or in conn e ction with such program or to l e as e or r e nt to any t e nant apply to a 
multi family residential real properly consisting of six or fewer units in the rental of a unit to an existing or 
prospective tenant who is relying on sueh a subsidy, payment assistance, or contribution, or voucher 
under or in connection with the federal Section 8 Housing Choice Voucher Assistance program (42 
U.S.C. 1437f) for payment of any part of the rent for such hou s ing ac c ommod ati o n unit . 

Section 3. This amendatory ordinance shall take effect and be in force immediately after its passage.

(i) The issuing country authorizes the use of the card as an alternative to a 
passport for re-entry into the issuing country; and 

(ii) the card holder was required to provide proof of identity, nationality, and 
address in order to obtain the card; and 

(iii) the card has a photograph of the person and the person’s date of birth; 
and 

(iv) the card lias physical security features reasonably designed to protect 
against fraud and counterfeit reproduction, including the use of bonded 
paper, lamination, a hologram, an embedded signature of the issuinu 
officer, and serialization. 

(cl The Chief Administrative Officer (“Officer”! shall compile and make available to County 
departments a list of the identification cards and the issuinu countries that have been 
determined to meet the requirements of this section. 

£d) The requirements of this section do not apply under circumstances where (1) a federal or 
state statute, administrative regulation or directive, or court decision requires the County to 
obtain different identification, (2) a federal or state statute or administrative regulation or 
directive preempts local regulation of identification requirements, or (3) the County would be 
unable to comply with a condition imposed by a funding source, which would cause the 
County to lose funds from that source. 
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(e) Nothing in this section is intended to prohibit the County department from (1) asking for 
additional information from individuals in order to verify a current address or other facts that 
would enable the department to fulfill its responsibilities, except that this section does not 
permit the department to require additional information solely because the Matricula 
Consular is the form of identification presented, (2) using fingerprints for identification 
purposes under circumstances where the department also requires fingerprints from persons 
who have a driver’s license or State identification card. 

Section 2. This ordinance shall take effect immediately upon approval. 

Referred to the Committee on Finance on 12/17/02. 

At the request of Chairman Daley, Michelle Harris, Secretary to the Board of Commissioners, announced 
two documents from Commissioner Hansen were distributed to the Commissioners earlier. 

Chairman Daley entered into the record the correspondence from Commissioner Hansen, which is 
submitted herewith and made a part hereof. (The referenced documents are on file in the Office of the 
County Clerk). 

Chairman Daley announced that the order of the meeting would be as follows: the public would speak 
first, followed by Commissioner Maldonado who would present the amended ordinance, then general 
discussion/debate among the commissioners. 

Commissioner Maldonado, seconded by Commissioner Moreno, moved that the Ordinance 
(Communication Number 256565) be approved and adopted. 

Chairman Daley asked the Secretary to the Board to call upon the registered public speakers. 

The following people offered public testimony: 

1. Alexandre Addor-Neto - Consul General of Brazil. Written statement also distributed. 

2. Jose E. Lopez - Executive Director, Puerto Rican Cultural Center 

3. Patricia Mendoza - Civil Rights Bureau Chief, Illinois Attorney General’s Office 

4. Jorge Burbano - President, Latinos Unidos En El Nuevo Milenio 

5. Shary E. Mijangos-Thiel - Consul General of Guatemala 

6. Peter Garza - President, Hispanic Illinois State Law Enforcement Association 

Commissioner Maldonado clarified that the ordinance amendment would expand acceptance of the 
Matricula Consular to include all Latin American countries. He noted that Section 5-4 (d) of the proposed 
ordinance amendment defends the use of this identification card under federal or state law. He clarified 
that counterfeiting the Matricula Consular is extremely difficult because of the technology used in 
manufacturing it and also because of the fingerprinting requirement, as referenced in Section 5-4 (e) of 
the proposed ordinance amendment. He also noted that any U.S. document, including currency has been 
counterfeited. 

Commissioner Maldonado referred to remarks made by several witnesses at a series of congressional 
hearings before the House Judiciary Subcommittee on Immigration. Commissioner Maldonado said that 
testimony from Steve McCraw of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, and Craig Nelsen, Executive 
Director of Friends of Immigration Law Enforcement, has been taken out of context in the debate over 
Matricula Consular. 
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Commissioner Maldonado also referred to a published report from several weeks ago, in which a janitor 
was accused of illegally obtaining matricula consular cards. The story was later determined to be 
unfounded. 

Commissioner Maldonado noted that there is no need to prohibit the Matricula Consular with respect to 
banking because it is not in violation of the RICO Act. Commissioner Maldonado further noted that no 
court has ruled against the constitutionality of the Matricula Consular. He further noted that there are 30 
states that accept it, 14 states that accept it in the obtaining of drivers licenses, 943 sheriffs and police 
departments that accept it, as well as 36 counties and 119 cities. Lastly, Commissioner Maldonado noted 
that 38,000 troops in the Iraq war, mostly Hispanic, were non-citizens. 

President Stroger asked to be listed as a sponsor of the proposed ordinance amendment. 

Commissioner Maldonado stated that the following three Commissioners have asked to be added as 
co-sponsors of the proposed ordinance amendment: Chairman Daley and Commissioners Murphy 
and Collins. 

Commissioner Maldonado stated that at the appropriate time, he would introduce amendments to the item, 
which will further clarify the security requirements and the role of the Chief Administrative Officer. 

At the request of Chairman Daley, Commissioner Maldonado distributed three (3) amendments to 
Communication Number 256565. 

Commissioner Maldonado, seconded by Vice Chairman Steele, moved approval of the following 
amendments to Communication Number 256565: 

Ch. 5-4 (b). Line 6. ...nationals if the issuing country’s consulate has certified to the County... 

Ch. 5-4 (b) (iii). The card has a photograph of the person, and the person’s date of birth and the 

person’s current local address; and 

Ch. 5-4 (c). The Chief Administrative Officer (“Officer”) shall develop procedures and compile 
and make available to the Board of Commissioners and Countv departments a list of the identification 
cards and the issuing countries that have certified to the Officer that their identification card have 
b ee n d e t e rmin e d t o meets the requirements of this section. 

The motion to approve the amendments carried unanimously. 

Commissioner Hansen made the distinction that the representatives of the Latin American countries are 
members of the consular core, as opposed to being members of the diplomatic core, which is authorized 
by the U.S. State Department. He noted that Stroger Hospital does not turn away any person because of 
lack of documentation. He stated that by giving the Matricula Consular to only certain countries in the 
Western Hemisphere, the ordinance is exclusionary. He stated that the issue of the Matricula Consular is 
an issue that should be resolved at the federal level and noted that the United States Department of Justice 
is clearly against the issuance of the Matricula Consular. Commissioner Hansen believes there is a 
national and international security risk in issuing the Matricula Consular. From the testimony of Steve 
McCraw, Commissioner Hansen noted that the government of Mexico has no centralized database for the 
Matricula Consular, and this allows multiple cards to be made under the same name. Further, the 
Mexican government requires a Mexican birth certificate, which is easy to counterfeit, or other unreliable 
documents. Commissioner Hansen said a valid passport is a better alternative to a matricula consular 
card. 
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Commissioner Maldonado, seconded by Commissioner Moreno, moved that the Ordinance 
(Communication Number 256565) be approved and adopted, as amended. Commissioner Hansen 
called for a Roll Call, the vote of yeas and nays being as follows:

After calling the meeting to order, Chairman Daley explained that the agenda contained two items for 
informational purposes only, and noted that members of the public have registered to testify at this 
meeting. Chairman Daley then called upon Commissioner Claypool to provide a summary of the two 
items on the agenda. 

Commissioners Goslin, Hansen, Gorman and President Stroger asked that their names be removed 
as co-sponsors on Communication Number 261214. 

Commissioner Claypool commented that his intention for this meeting is to work on any corrections to 
the items before they are considered during future public hearings. He observed that representatives are 
present from the Assessor’s Office, the Treasurer’s Office and the State’s Attorney’s Office, and he noted 
that his staff would soon distribute additional information regarding Communication Numbers 261213 
and 261214. 

With respect to the proposed amendment to the Longtime Homeowner Exemption Ordinance, 
Commissioner Claypool stated that the current ordinance provides that people who fall under certain 
income guidelines and have lived in their homes more than ten years can receive tax relief in the form of a 
cap which is 50% higher than the city average or, in the suburbs, 50% higher than the average in their 
zone (there is a northern suburban and southern suburban zone). This gives relief to neighborhoods 
experiencing radical increases in property value and/or gentrification. The goal is to protect longtime 
homeowners who have roots in the neighborhood, have raised children there and who do not want to be 
forced out by escalating property taxes. This amendment would remove the income ceiling and 
application requirements, thereby making tax relief automatic. This amendment goes to the limit of what 
is allowed by state statute. 

Commissioner Claypool cited the example of Enid Becker, a police widow with two autistic children who 
does not wish to leave her neighborhood. Commissioner Claypool believes the proposed amendment 
would assist her in remaining in her present neighborhood. 

Commissioner Maldonado explained that the original intent of the ordinance was to give property relief to 
moderate-income households. If all income requirements were removed, as is suggested in the 
amendment, tax relief could feasibly extend to someone living on the Gold Coast. It is Commissioner 
Maldonado’s recommendation that the board consider adjusting, but not totally deleting, the means test. 

Commissioner Collins expressed her view that the amendment being considered goes against the intent of 
the law passed by the General Assembly. She stated that the current ordinance is adequate, and that the 
County should not intervene. Further she noted that it is inconsistent to allow homeowners who receive 
government assistance to qualify after five years, whereas everyone else is required to own their home ten 
years. 
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Commissioner Claypool stated that to the extent that the original ordinance covers all of Cook County, 
this amended ordinance does as well. 

Chairman Daley recognized Mr. Michael Prinzi, Supervisor of the Real Estate Taxation Section of the 
State’s Attorney’s Office. 

Mr. Prinzi stated that under the original ordinance, certain municipalities and school districts could opt 
out, with the exception of the City of Chicago and the Chicago Board of Education. He stated that the 
current amendment preserves this right. 

Commissioner Silvestri stated that property taxes are regressive and do not reflect the individual’s ability 
to pay. Until property tax reform is adopted, ordinances such as this are band-aids. He stated that 
perhaps the means test needs to be higher, but not removed altogether. He recently met with 18 units of 
local government to discuss the effect of the proposed ordinance amendment. He feared that the burden 
would be unfairly shifted to people who do not quality for this tax break. 

Commissioner Quigley stated state government does not meet its responsibility to fund public education 
and that there is a huge disparity in funding per pupil among districts. The commissioners are trying to 
deal with equality in an inherently inequitable system. This amendment is a second attempt to make the 
situation more equitable. 

Commissioner Maldonado stated that as of the end of July, over 16,000 homeowners have received 
assistance from the H.E.L.P. program, according to information provided by the Assessor’s office. 

Commissioner Claypool clarified that he expects to have a more detailed discussion during a future public 
hearing. He stated that all the information is not present today to have a full substantive debate. 

Chairman Daley stated that this meeting is an informative meeting where questions are being brought to 
Commissioner Claypool, and the intent is also to hear from the public who have registered to testify. 

President Stroger noted that the present property tax system is outdated and in need of reform. The state 
must assume a greater role in supporting education and local government. Instead of helping schools, the 
state imposed PTAB upon local government, which has caused hardship to school districts. 

Chairman Daley asked the Secretary to the Board to call upon the registered public speakers.

Chairman Daley called upon Patrick Driscoll, Deputy State’s Attorney, Chief, Civil Actions Bureau, to 
address the Committee with respect to correspondence from the State’s Attorney’s Office to the Cook 
County Treasurer, dated September 29, 2003, which is submitted herewith and made a part hereof. 
Chairman Daley also entered into the record the letter from Treasurer Pappas dated September 29, 2003 
regarding Communication Number 261213, and the letter from The Civic Federation. (The referenced 
documents document is on file in the County Clerk's Office). 

Mr. Driscoll stated that the opinions expressed in the correspondence to the Treasurer are appropriate and 
legally correct. Mr. Driscoll noted that any comparisons to the Citizens’ Utility Board are not useful, 
because the Citizens’ Utility Board was created by state statute, not by county ordinance. 

Chairman Daley reminded the Committee that this meeting was intended for informational purposes only, 
and no vote would be taken. He pointed out that the text of the ordinance can be viewed on the county 
website. 

Commissioner Claypool said he has two revisions he would like to submit: one revision corrects a typo 
regarding the assessment year, and the other revision addresses the state’s attorney’s opinion. 

Commissioner Murphy asked to be listed as a co-sponsor on Communication Number 261213. 

Commissioner Sims asked if the means test is lifted, where will the burden be shifted? Commissioner 
Claypool responded that by eliminating the means test, it simplifies the process, because it becomes 
automatic. It also allows for privacy by not having to disclose your income. 

Commissioner Goslin noted that soaring home values have benefits as well as disadvantages. How 
education is funded is the issue that needs to be addressed. 

Commissioner Hansen stated that approximately 65 percent of real estate taxes collected are from the 
suburban parcels. He further stated the tax structure in the state needs to be overhauled and changed, and 
other revenue sources such as the sales tax must be considered. 

Chairman Daley thanked all of the members of the Committee for their thoughtful deliberation of these 
matters, and for the input from those who testified. 

Commissioner Claypool moved to adjourn the meeting, seconded by Commissioner Maldonado. 
The motion carried and the meeting was adjourned.

Your Committee on Finance of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met pursuant to notice on 
Tuesday, October 7, 2003 at the hour of 9:30 A.M. in the Board Room, Room 569, County Building, 118 
North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

Your Committee has considered the following item and upon adoption of this report, the recommendation 
is as follows: 

259131 COOK COUNTY INTEGRATED CRIMINAL JUSTICE INFORMATION SYSTEMS 
(CCICJIS) STRATEGIC PLAN. Transmitting a Communication, dated May 1, 2003 from 
Dorothy Brown, Clerk of the Circuit Court and Chairman, CCICJIS Committee: 

I am pleased to present to you the Cook County Integrated Criminal Justice Information 
Systems (CCICJIS) Strategic Plan. The CCICJIS Committee, which was established by the 
Cook County Board Resolution dated April 23, 2002, has been working diligently over the 
last twelve months discussing issues concerning the sharing of information across justice 
information systems, and making recommendations for improvements. The product of this 
effort is a 133-page document that examines eight (8) strategic issues, which are critical to 
consider in achieving the goals of an integrated criminal justice enterprise for Cook County. 
Recommendations are made for each issue. 

The members of the CCICJIS Committee urge your thoughtful consideration for the ideas 
and strategies expressed in this Strategic Plan. I respectfully submit this report to you, and 
the Cook County Board of Commissioners, and look forward to building upon the vision of 
Cook County by providing the citizens of Cook County with an integrated criminal justice 
system that provides accurate, timely and complete information, while protecting the rights 
and safety of our citizens.

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Chairman Daley called the meeting to order. He then introduced Dorothy Brown, Clerk of the Circuit 
Court. 

Clerk Brown stated that approximately one year ago, the Cook County Board commissioned the Cook 
County Integrated Criminal Justice Information Systems Committee (CCICJIS) to create a strategic plan 
for integrating criminal justice systems in Cook County. She acknowledged the members of the 
CCICJIS: State’s Attorney Richard A. Devine; Public Defender Edwin A. Burnette; Cook County Sheriff 
Michael F. Sheahan; former Chicago Police Superintendent Terry G. Hillard; Chief Judge Timothy 
Evans; Illinois Secretary of State Jesse White; Director of the Administrative Office of the Illinois Courts 
Cynthia Cobbs; Deputy Director of Information Technology for the Illinois State Police Ken Bouche; 
President of the North Suburban Chiefs of Police Association Stephen Schmidt; President of the West 
Suburban Chiefs of Police Association Gregory Moore; President of the Fifth District Police Chiefs 
Association Tim Baldermann; and President of the South Suburban Association of Police Chiefs Timothy 
McCarthy. 

Clerk Brown stated that the mission of the CCICJIS is to improve the public safety and protect civil 
liberties of the citizens of Cook County by improving the effectiveness and efficiency of the Cook County 
criminal justice system; through providing judges, prosecutors, public defenders, law enforcement, policy 
makers, and other related agencies with accurate, timely and complete criminal history information. 
Clerk Brown further stated better data management can help the criminal justice system avoid improper 
detention due to misidentification, and can prevent known offenders from hiding their criminal 
background for fraudulent reasons. 

Referring to page 23 of the Cook County Integrated Criminal Justice Information Systems report, Clerk 
Brown outlined the concept of integration: sharing information among criminal justice agencies, using 
current technologies, avoiding duplicative data entry and achieving efficient work flow. 

Clerk Brown stated that the guiding principals of the system, noted on page 25, are as follows: capability 
for wide sharing, ability to capture core data, creation of an audit trail, compliance with laws and 
regulations, strict security, and protection of privacy. 

Clerk Brown noted that the committee created eight strategic issues, which begin on page 29 of the report. 
She highlighted “data custodianship,” which is the idea that only certain users should have access to 
certain data. Clerk Brown distinguished the differences between core data, shared data, and restricted 
data. As an example of the latter, she cited the fact that Assistant State’s Attorneys and Public Defenders 
should not have access to each other’s work product. 

Clerk Brown highlighted the four stages of creating the Cook County Integrated Criminal Justice 
Infonnation System: 1) integrating the Illinois Strategic Plan, 2) creating a Cook County Strategic Plan, 
3) creating the High Level Plan which was presented to the Board today, and 4) creation of a Detailed 
Plan. 

Clerk Brown noted that beginning on page 77 of the report is a list of every data exchange point within 
the various systems of Cook County, and listed on pages 119-123 is the current computer structure for 
county agencies and local law enforcement agencies. 

Clerk Brown noted that the appendices include a gap analysis, and on page 127, a funding implementation 
strategy. 

Clerk Brown introduced the Cook County State’s Attorney, Richard A. Devine. 
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State’s Attorney Devine lauded Clerk Brown’s ability to bring together disparate sections of Cook County 
to work on the Cook County Integrated Criminal Justice Information Systems Strategic Plan. 

He noted that the goal of the project is to consolidate all appropriate common information to facilitate 
shared access. He supports the project’s objective of maintaining confidentiality and safeguarding the 
protection of proprietary information. 

State’s Attorney Devine noted that the system being created would protect suspects and defendants in 
addition to the general public. 

Clerk Brown introduced the Public Defender, Edwin A. Burnette. 

Public Defender Burnette noted that in developing the plan for the Integrated Criminal Justice 
Information Systems, Cook County is at the forefront of counties. He stated that the Plan would impact 
the running of offices on a day-to-day basis in a positive way. He also noted that the collaboration among 
the various departments of Cook County government in the planning of this new system is impressive. 

Following the presentation, Chairman Daley thanked Clerk Brown for her leadership as Chair of the 
Committee, as well as the Co-Chairs and members. Chairman Daley expressed the need for an integrated 
criminal justice system. The Chairman referenced a recent newspaper article wherein the judge and 
prosecutors were unaware of prior DUI convictions in the case of a drunk driver, who killed a mother of 
seven children. 

Commissioner Gorman asked if there is any funding obligation embedded in the report? 

Clerk Brown replied that there is no funding being requested at this time. She stated that funding would 
be presented in the next report, which will be more detailed. She indicated that on page 131 there is a list 
of funding that the various agencies have already received. Clerk Brown indicated that grant sources 
include state and federal agencies. Further, there is a subcommittee specifically responsible for obtaining 
funding. Also, the Clerk of the Circuit Court’s Office is applying to Grant Locators, a national 
organization that assists in obtaining grants. The Illinois State Police can obtain funding from the United 
States Justice Department, and the Federal Office of Homeland Security also may have funding available. 

Commissioner Hansen asked if there are any other counties that have implemented this type of system? 

Clerk Brown replied that Minnesota has been able to garner $76 million in funding for an integrated 
criminal justice information system and that Maricopa County, Arizona has fully funded their integrated 
criminal justice information system. Referring to other counties, costs range from $3 million to $25 
million. Other counties that have obtained funding include the California counties of Kern, Los Angeles 
and Marin, and Dade County in Florida. 

Commissioner Sims asked what is the financial impact of the plan? 

Clerk Brown repeated her statement that no funding was being requested in this plan; the next step will 
assess funding needs and disclose any fiscal impact. Clerk Brown restated applications for grant funding 
for the respective projects would be sought from state and federal agencies. 

Commissioner Murphy asked whether computer hardware and software was the only requirement for 
municipalities to participate in this new system? 
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Clerk Brown replied local governmental agencies and the Clerk’s office work together to ensure their 
technology is consistent with the County’s current system. 

Commissioner Murphy asked whether municipalities needed to apply for grant money to ensure these 
processes are compatible with the system as a whole. 

Clerk Brown replied in the affirmative, that municipalities will have to apply for grant money. 

Commissioner Peraica commented that integration between county, state, and federal agencies is 
fundamental to the success of a project of this nature. He further commented that the public’s ability to 
access information, which is not confidential, should be included as part of the strategic plan. 

Vice Chairman Steele, seconded by Commissioner Murphy, moved to receive and file 
Communication No. 259131. The motion carried. 

Commissioner Maldonado moved to adjourn the meeting, seconded by Commissioner Suffredin. 
The motion carried and the meeting was adjourned.

Submitting an Ordinance amending the Ordinance for your consideration and approval. 
Please see the letter of request from the Mayor of Alsip, Chairman of the Cal-Sag Enterprise 
Zone, and the table of zone projects submitted. 

The State of Illinois Enterprise Zone legislation administered by the Illinois Department of 
Commerce and Economic Opportunity (formerly named Commerce and Community Affairs) 
now allows zones to apply for a ten year extension. The Cal-Sag Zone was established in 
1985 and Cook County joined the zone in 1991. The member communities in the zone 
including Alsip, Blue Island, Dixmoor, Robbins and Calumet Park wish to extend the life of 
the zone by ten years to 2015. Alsip is also amending its territory in the zone by adding acres 
that will house a proposed development of 1 million square feet. 

The additional changes in the amended ordinance include a reduction of the zoning permit fee 
instead of a waiver, and changes to the sales tax provision to reflect changes in the Retailers’ 
Occupation Tax Act. 

The amended Ordinance has been reviewed and approved by the State’s Attorney. This 
amended Ordinance will be submitted to the Illinois Department of Commerce and Economic 
Opportunity for their review and approval. 

Respectfully request the approval of this Honorable Body of the amended Ordinance.

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING ORDINANCE 91-0-34 
AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING THE ENTERPRISE ZONE BENEFITS 
AND THE BOUNDARIES THEREOF 

WHEREAS, Cook County designated an area as an Enterprise Zone on June 17, 1991 
(Ordinance No. 91-0-34) pursuant to the Illinois Enterprise Zone Act (20 ILCS 655/1 et. 
seq.) as amended; and 

WHEREAS, the State of Illinois Department of Commerce and Community Affairs now 
known as the Illinois Department of Commerce and Economic Opportunity (IDCEO) 
certified the Cal-Sag Historic Waterways Enterprise Zone on July 1, 1985; and 

WHEREAS, the State of Illinois Department of Commerce and Economic Opportunity 
amended the boundaries of the Cal-Sag Historic Waterways Enterprise Zone to include 
portions of unincorporated Cook County on November 15, 1991; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County entered into an intergovernmental agreement with the other Cal- 
Sag communities of Alsip, Blue Island, Calumet Park, Dixmoor and Robbins to expand the 
Cal-Sag Enterprise Zone to include portions of unincorporated Cook County on June 
17,1991; and 

WHEREAS, a public hearing has been held with respect to extending the term of the 
Enterprise Zone and the expansion of the Enterprise Zone territories and make technical 
corrections on August 6, 2003; and 

WHEREAS, Section 5.4 (i), (iii) and (iv) of the Illinois Enterprise Zone Act, Ill. Rev. Stat. 
provides that local governments with certified Enterprise Zones may adopt and amend 
ordinances to (i) alter the boundaries of the Enterprise Zone, (iii) alter the termination date of 
the zone, and (iv) make technical corrections; and 

WHEREAS, it is the finding of the Board of Commissioners that the amendment of the 
ordinances to alter the boundaries of the Enterprise Zone, alter the termination date of the 
Enterprise Zone and make technical corrections hereinafter described is in the best interest of 
Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, it is necessary that a formal application be made for approval of the said 
amendment to the Illinois Department of Commerce and Economic Opportunity (IDCEO) in 
accordance with the findings set forth in this ordinance; and 

WHEREAS, it is the finding of this Board of Commissioners that the Enterprise Zone 
Program is necessary to encourage industrial expansion and retention and also commercial 
expansion and retention.

Chairman Collins asked if the State’s Attorney’s Office would explain to the commissioners what is 
happening from a legal perspective. Further, Chairman Collins stated that the ordinance needs to be 
amended to reflect that the Business and Economic Development Committee members be sponsors of the 
ordinance, because state statute states ordinances have to be introduced by elected officials. 

James Beligratis, State’s Attorney’s Office, stated that the ordinance is already in existence. There are 
three basic changes that are taking place: 1. there are many technical changes, changes to correct 
citations of the statute to eliminate references to the Illinois Revised Statutes and incorporate references to 
the Illinois Compiled Statutes; 2. expanding the boundaries of the Enterprise Zone, Mr. Beligratis stated 
that the Illinois Enterprise Zone Act imposes certain maximum restrictions on the size of the Enterprise 
Zone, and in this case the Enterprise Zone does not exceed the permitted maximum limit; and 3. the 
Enterprise Zone term has been extended from twenty years to thirty years. 

Mr. Beligratis stated that the programs established under the Enterprise Zone are going to expire thirty 
years from the original certification of the Enterprise Zone, which was 1985. Further, Mr. Beligratis 
stated that changes will be made to programs established under the Enterprise Zone: 1. Sales tax - the 
language that is contained in the proposed ordinance is taken directly from the Illinois Retailers 
Occupation Tax Act and it deals with a retailer being able to deduct certain receipts from sales tax on 
certain types of building materials that sells within the zone; and 2. a fee reduction for zoning 
applications. Individuals applying for a zoning application within the enterprise zone will be charged 
one-half of the normal zoning application fee than a business outside of the zone would be paying. 

In conclusion, James Beligratis stated that in writing he informed Gwendolyn Clemons, Director of the 
Department of Planning and Development that the State’s Attorney’s Office had no legal objection to the 
ordinance nor to the intergovernmental agreement that was also reviewed. 


Chairman Collins asked how does the county justify saying that individuals outside the zone would pay 
the full zoning permit fee and the individuals inside the zone will not. 

James Beligratis responded that his understanding on the enterprise zones is that several governmental 
entities have decided that a particular area is in need of economic revitalization and for that reason the 
county makes economic concessions within the enterprise zone area to individuals who apply for them 
and that is why those individuals receive the benefits and those outside the zone do not. 
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Commissioner Murphy, seconded by Commissioner Gorman, moved approval of Communication 
No. 261433 as amended to reflect the names of the sponsors for the ordinance. The motion carried.

WHEREAS, Cook County designated an area as an Enterprise Zone on June 17, 1991 
(Ordinance No. 91-0-34) pursuant to the Illinois Enterprise Zone Act (20 ILCS 655/1 et. seq.) as 
amended; and 

WHEREAS, the State of Illinois Department of Commerce and Community Affairs now known 
as the Illinois Department of Commerce and Economic Opportunity (IDCEO) certified the Cal-Sag 
Historic Waterways Enterprise Zone on July 1, 1985; and 

WHEREAS, the State of Illinois Department of Commerce and Economic Opportunity amended 
the boundaries of the Cal-Sag Historic Waterways Enterprise Zone to include portions of unincorporated 
Cook County on November 15, 1991; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County entered into an intergovernmental agreement with the other Cal-Sag 
communities of Alsip, Blue Island, Calumet Park, Dixmoor and Robbins to expand the Cal-Sag 
Enterprise Zone to include portions of unincorporated Cook County on June 17,1991; and 

WHEREAS, a public hearing has been held with respect to extending the term of the Enterprise 
Zone and the expansion of the Enterprise Zone territories and make technical corrections on August 6, 
2003; and 

WHEREAS, Section 5.4 (i), (iii) and (iv) of the Illinois Enterprise Zone Act, Ill. Rev. Stat. 
provides that local governments with certified Enterprise Zones may adopt and amend ordinances to (i) 
alter the boundaries of the Enterprise Zone, (iii) alter the termination date of the zone, and (iv) make 
technical corrections; and 

WHEREAS, it is the finding of the Board of Commissioners that the amendment of the 
ordinances to alter the boundaries of the Enterprise Zone, alter the termination date of the Enterprise Zone 
and make technical corrections hereinafter described is in the best interest of Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, it is necessary that a formal application be made for approval of the said 
amendment to the Illinois Department of Commerce and Economic Opportunity (IDCEO) in accordance 
with the findings set forth in this ordinance; and 
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WHEREAS, it is the finding of this Board of Commissioners that the Enterprise Zone Program is 
necessary to encourage industrial expansion and retention and also commercial expansion and retention. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the President and Board of Commissioners of 
Cook County as follows: 


SECTION ONE: ESTABLISHMENT OF ENTERPRISE ZONE 


The Board of Commissioners hereby establishes inclusion in the Cal-Sag Historic Waterways 
Enterprise Zone in accordance with the Enterprise Zone Act (20 ILCS 655 Sec. 5.4). The Enterprise 
Zone, as amended, is established in cooperation with the City of Blue Island, the Villages of Alsip and 
Robbins, as certified by the Illinois Department of Commerce and Community Affairs, now known as the 
Illinois Department of Commerce and Economic Opportunity (IDCEO) on July 1, 1985, and amended on 
April 5, 1990, to include the Villages of Calumet Park and Dixmoor, and again on November 15, 1991 to 
include Cook County, and again on September 30, 1992, to include additional parcels in the Village of 
Alsip, and further amended on October 19, 1993 to limit the sales tax exemption. The Enterprise Zone 
meets the qualifications of Section four of the Enterprise Zone Act, as described herein: 

A. It is a contiguous area; 

B. It comprises a minimum of one-half square mile and not more than fifteen square miles; 

C. It is depressed area; 

D. It satisfies the criteria of the Illinois Department of Commerce and Economic Opportunity; 

E. Reasonable need is hereby established for an Enterprise Zone, which covers portions of more 
than one municipality. 

SECTION TWO: BOUNDARIES OF ZONE 


The area identified is described herein by legal description and map, attached hereto, incorporated 
herein by reference, and made a part of the application and marked "Exhibit A". Exhibit A includes 
the description and map. 

SECTION THREE: PROGRAMS ESTABLISHED 


The following programs are established and authorized within the Zone in accordance with the 
Enterprise Zone Act and the provision of this ordinance. 

A. SALES TAX: Each retailer who makes a qualified sale of building materials to be incorporated 
into industrial or commercial real estate located within the Enterprise Zone by remodeling, rehabilitation, 
or new construction, may deduct receipts from such sales when calculating the tax imposed as defined in 
Section 2 of the Retailers’ Occupation Tax Act (35 ILCS 120/2). Qualified sale means a sale of building 
materials that will be incorporated into real estate as part of a building project for which a Certificate of 
Eligibility for Sales Tax Exemption has been issued by the administrator of the enterprise zone in which 
the building project is located. To document the exemption allowed under this Section, the retailer must 
obtain from the purchaser a copy of the Certificate of Eligibility for Sales Tax Exemption issued by the 
administrator of the enterprise zone into which the building materials will be incorporated. The Certificate 
of Eligibility for Sales Tax Exemption must contain: 
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(1) a statement that the building project identified in the Certificate meets all the requirements 
for the building material exemption contained in the enterprise zone ordinance of the jurisdiction in 
which the building project is located; 

(2) the location or address of the building project; and 

(3) the signature of the administrator of the enterprise zone in which the building project is 

located. 

In addition, the retailer must obtain certification from the purchaser that contains: 

(1) a statement that the building materials are being purchased for incorporation into real estate 
located in an Illinois enterprise zone; 

(2) the location or address of the real estate into which the building materials will be 
incorporated; 

(3) the name of the enterprise zone in which that real estate is located; 

(4) a description of the building materials being purchased; and 

(5) the purchaser's signature and date of purchase. 

B. FEE REDUCTION: Businesses applying for a zoning application within the Enterprise Zone 
will be charged 1/2 of the normal zoning permit application fees than businesses located outside of the 
Enterprise Zone. All other permit fees and inspections will otherwise continue to follow existing laws. 

C. URBAN SHOPSTEADING: An Urban Shopstead program is hereby established and in 
accordance with Section 10, subsection C of the Illinois Enterprise Zone Act. 

D. PROGRAM TARGETING: The County agrees to use its eligibility and resources to make 
available Economic Development Administration programs, Small Business Administration programs, 
Jobs Partnership Training Act assistance and such other Federal and/or State programs as may be eligible. 

E. DEVELOPMENT STREAMLINING: The County shall in its fullest capacity cooperate with 
and provide assistance to the Zone Administrator on concerning answers to developers' questions 
regarding county rules, regulations, cost time lines, processes, etc. 

F. ADDITIONAL INCENTIVES: This section does not prohibit the County from extending 
additional tax incentives or reimbursements for businesses in the Enterprise Zone or throughout the 
County. 

G. The County will cooperate with Designated Zone Organizations to assist them in their 
operation. 
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SECTION FOUR: ZONE ADMINISTRATION 


A. In accordance with the joint nature of the Enterprise Zone, a management organization is hereby 
established and known as the Cal-Sag Historic Waterways Enterprise Zone Administrative Entity 
(CSHWEZAE). The CSHWEZAE shall be the advocate and advisor for Enterprise for Enterprise Zone 
development and shall select designated zone organizations. The CSHWEZAE shall consist of the chief 
elected official (CEO) of each participating governmental entity, the City of Blue Island, the Village of 
Alsip, the Village of Dixmoor, the Village of Robbins, the Village of Calumet Park and Cook County, 
and one representative appointed by each CEO. A quorum shall be considered two-thirds majority of 
participating governmental entities and a vote shall require a two-thirds majority of participating 
governmental entities. Before any measure is undertaken, a Zone Administrator shall be selected by a 
two-thirds vote of the CEO's of the participating governmental entities. The Zone Administrator shall 
have the duties and responsibilities described in Section 8 of the Illinois Enterprise Zone Act and shall be 
such. 


B. Designated Zone Organizations shall be selected by a quorum and two-thirds vote of the 
CSHWEZAE in accordance with subsection (A) of this section and shall meet the following standards: 

1) The membership of Designated Zone Organization shall consist substantially of residents of 
the Enterprise Zone; 

2) The Board of Directors of a Designated Zone Organization shall be elected by the members 
of the organization and the majority of the Board of Directors shall consist of residents of the Enterprise 
Zone; 


3) A Designated Zone Organization shall meet the requirements of Section 501 (c) (3) or 501 
(c) (4) of the Internal Revenue Code; 

4) A Designated Zone Organization shall have as its primary purpose to perform the functions 
of Section 8 of the Illinois Enterprise Zone Act for the benefit of the residents and businesses of the 
Enterprise Zone. 

SECTION FIVE: DURATION OF ZONE 


The program established herein shall expire thirty (30) years from the date of IDCEO original 
certification of the Enterprise Zone (July 1, 1985). 

SECTION SIX: AUTHORITY OF COUNTY 


The President of the Cook County Board will have the authority to execute such documents as 
may be necessary for making required applications including but not limited to the programs set forth in 
Section III and to execute such other documents on behalf of the Cook County as are consistent with the 
intent and purpose of this Ordinance. The President of the Cook County Board will serve on the 
CSHWEZAE and will appoint an additional member to serve on the CSHWEZAE. 

SECTION SEVEN: REPEAL OF CONFLICTING ORDINANCES 


All ordinances or parts of ordinances conflicting with any of the provisions of this ordinance, 
shall be and the same are, hereby repealed. 
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SECTION EIGHT: SEPARABILITY 

This ordinance and every provision thereof shall be considered separable; and the invalidity of 
any section, clause, paragraph, sentence or provision of the ordinance shall not affect the validity of any 
other portion of the ordinance. 

SECTION NINE: EFFECTIVE DATE 


This ordinance shall be in full force and effective from and after its passage, approval and publication in 
accordance with statute.

AMENDMENT TO COOK COUNTY CONTRACT AND PURCHASING ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, Cook County is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article 7, Section 
6a of the Illinois Constitution of 1970 with power to regulate those matters which pertain to its 
governmental affairs; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County would like to donate surplus, obsolete or unusable medical and 
computer equipment and other personal property to needy entities for humanitarian reasons, specifically 
the treatment and control of diseases that may be spread worldwide; and 

WHEREAS, an inventory of obsolete or unusable medical and computer equipment and other 
personal property has been generated following the opening of the John H. Stroger Hospital; and 

WHEREAS, several governmental and not-for-profit entities have expressed a need for such 
equipment and property: 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED THAT, 

Section 1. In order to allow charitable donations of surplus or obsolete equipment for humanitarian 
reasons, Chapter 10 of the Cook County Contract and Purchasing Ordinance shall be 
amended, as follows: 
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10-18. The purchases of and contracts for supplies, materials, equipment, and contractual 
services and all sales of personal property, equipment or other property which has 
become obsolete or unusable shall be based on competitive bids , except as provided 
for in 10-18a . If the amount involved is estimated to exceed $25,000.00, sealed bids 
shall be solicited by public notice inserted at least once in a newspaper of county¬ 
wide circulation and at least five calendar days before the final date of submitting 
bids. Such notices shall include a general description of the commodities or 
contractual services to be purchased or personal property , equipment or other 
property to be sold and shall state where all blanks and specifications may be 
obtained and the time and place for opening of bids. The County Purchasing Agent 
may also solicit sealed bids by sending requests by mail to prospective suppliers and 
by posting notices on a public bulletin board in his office. Purchases, excluding 
professional services, having a cost of $750.00 or less may be made with “petty cash” 
in the open market. All purchases greater than $750.00 and less than $25,000.00 may 
be made in the open market without publication in a newspaper as above provided, 
but whenever practical shall be based on at least three competitive bids. No 
purchases, orders or contracts of $25,000.00 or more shall be made unless authorized 
by the Board of Commissioners. All sales of obsolete or unusable material, property, 
or equipment shall be made to the highest bidder , except as provided for in 10-18a . 
Whenever the Board of Standardization hereinafter provided for shall have prescribed 
standard specifications, bids on purchases of supplies, materials, and equipment shall 
be based on such standard specifications. All purchases, orders, or contracts shall be 
awarded to the lowest responsible bidder, taking into consideration the qualities of 
the articles supplied, their conformity with the specifications, their suitability to the 
requirements of the County and the delivery terms. In the determination of the award 
to the lowest responsible bidder, nothing herein shall be interpreted to preclude an 
award to a bidder other than the lowest actual bidder if such an award is made in 
furtherance of affirmative action policies adopted by the County Purchasing Agent 
for the promotion of nondiscriminatory hiring practices and equal employment 
opportunity. Provided, however, that the award of all contracts shall be responsible 
and reasonable. Any bid may be rejected and new bids may be solicited if the public 
interest is served thereby. Each bid, with the name of the bidder, shall be entered on 
a record, which record with the successful bid indicated thereon shall, after the award 
of the purchase or order or contract, be open to public inspection. A copy of all 
contracts shall be filed with the County Comptroller and with the County Purchasing 
Agent. 

10-18a. Notwithstanding the provisions of 10-18. the Board of Commissioners reserve the 
right lo designate certain unusable, surplus and/or obsolete personal property, 
equipment or other property (hereinafter referred to collectively as 'assets”) for 
distribution as charitable donations. Assets may be designated for distribution as 
charitable donations, if (1) a determination has been made that the assets are not 
needed by any department or division of the county. (2) the assets are of a type that 
would provide a beneficial service in either the medical or education fields to a 
another entity; and (3) the recipient of the assets is a legitimate nonprofit 
organization, local or foreign governmental entity. The assets shall be transferred by 
an appropriate instrument of transfer, winch shall include (1) a provision that 
requires the recipient to use the property in a manner that primarily promotes the 
implementation or improvement of medical or educational services available to the 
public; and (2) a provision that indicates that ownership of the assets automatically 
reverts to the county if the entity at any time fails to use the property in that manner. 
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The responsibility lor determining the recipient of the donation, pursuant to the 
above guidelines shall reside in the Office of the President of the Board of 
Commissioners, with approval by the Board of Commissioners. 

Section 2. This amendatory ordinance shall take effect and be in force immediately after its passage.
